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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The title should include at least one 
technical, or inventive, feature of the claimed instant invention. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper fomn because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from another multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 4-7 have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fullerton 
(US 5.205,649). 

A resealable packaging bag (20) made of a flexible material having an opening (34) at 
the top, wherein non-detachably fixed to one side (26) of the bag is a backing (50), detachably 
fixed to the backing (50) is a section (64) made of a flexible material provided with a self- 
adhesive layer (60), and a portion of the backing (50) and a portion of the section project 
beyond the opening edge of the bag. In the assembled, finished state, the self-adhesive is on 
both the backing and the section (64). 

Regarding claim 2, the separating line is the series of slits in the flap (see column 4. 
lines 63-64). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fullertdn in view 
of Canno. 

Fullerton teaches the claimed bag except for recess in the backing and/or section. 

Cannot teaches it is known to provide a recess in a bag which extends from the edge of 
the backing and the vertex of which lies in the region of the separating line. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of a recess extending from the edge of the backing and the vertex of 
which lies in the region of the separating line to the bag of Fullerton. Doing so provides a 
location for access to the separation line and easier separation. 

Conclusion
